The Base Weather Station at Mitchel Field is considered One of the 
oldest Army Jecther Stations in existence. I¢ was esteblished on 1] 
November 1919, as a type "A" Weatier Station, by order of the War Depart- 
ment under the direction of the Chief Signal Officer. I¢ wes set up on 
the first floor in the southwest end of Bese Headquerters Building, and 
still occupies that site.

The Station manned by Signal Corps personnel functioned smoothly 


during the ensuing years. On 1 July 1957, the aray «eather Service was 


incorporated withi,the Air Cc rps. Henceforthy the weather service wag

1. In compliance with letter your Headquarters, dated 28 Aug 45, file nc, 
and subject as above, the Veterinary history of this Air Base covering the period 
8 September 1939 to 30 June 1945, is submitted in accordance with the outline 
given as follows: 


a. Date of inception of Veterinary Service with the names of officers 
and enlisted personnel: 


(1) Veterinary Service at this Air Base was inaugurated 8 September 
1939. Following is a list of officers and enlisted men who have 
actually worked with the Veterinary Service from its inception 
to 30 June 1945, with the length of their stay at the Air Base 
and dates. At least thirty other enlisted men trained and class- 
ified as veterinary meat and dairy inspectors have been station- 
ed at this Air Base bt were never assigned to duty with the Vet- 
erinary Service,

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1 problems encountered and means utilized in overcoming them: 


, special problems encountered at this Air Base the excess- 
mbers and amounts of rejections of meats and meat-food 
ts could be classed as one of the first overcome since 


he inception of the Veterinary Service here. Rejections be- 
came greater and greater during the first two years causing 
loss of time, waste in transportation and sometimes an actual 
shortage of food. These items became critical when the wer 
broke out especially transportetion. When the New York Quarter- 
master Market Center took over the purchasing and inspection of 
these food products of animal origin at origin in August 1942 
this problem of rejections was largely solved. Rejections at 
destination here dropped to very low figures for the rest of 
the war. The Veterinary officers of the New York Quartermaster 
Varket Center and later of the Jersey City Quartermaster Depot 
who did most of the Class 3 inspections on these products for 
this Air Base did a good job and shoulda receive the eredit for 
it. 


Since the beginning of Veterinary Service at this Air Base office 
space for the Veterinarian and his staff was always & problem. 
Until March 1943 the Veterinarian was usually given a small cor- 
ner in the medical orderly room with a desk and file cabinet and 
a few feet of space. Of course treatment of animals was out of 
the question with such a set-up. This problem was solved in 
March 1943 when, after several weeks search, a fairly large two- 
story apartment type building was found in the northwest corner 
of the Air Base unoccupied and in very poor condition. With the 
help of the Surgeon this building was assigned to the Veterinear- 
jen. For the next six months all spare time was devoted to re- 
pairing this poilding. It was replaestered by the Engineers and 
with tools and materials provided by the Ingineers the men of 
the Veterinary Service repainted the inside of the puilding, 
sanded and varnished the floors, built kennels in the basement 
and generally overhalled the tuilding including the grouds which 
were covered with top soil and seeded making & very satisfact- 
ory office and living quarters for the enlisted personnel.

In addition a portion of the building was converted into 4 
Veterinary Dispensary where small anivals could be taxen care 
of and an operabing room was sét up for small animal surgery. 
Also kennels in the cellar of the building were available for 
seriously il] Sentry Dogs. Pictures of the building and the 
various sections accompany this history. 


The housing and care of the Army Sentry Dogs were 4 problem 

in 1942. Twelve dogs had been gathered at the Air Base with 
the inauguration of the Yar Dog program and were housed in 
chicken wire kennels in an old gerage. At the instigation of 
the Veterinarian plens were drawn and kennels built for the 
dogs in November 1942. In addition the Veterinary Dispensary, 
surgery and kennels in the new Veterinary building described 
above were available for the treatment of any sick dogs. From 
the original twelve dogs, fourty-four dogs were under the care 
of the Veterinarian at this Air Base by July 1943 including 
twelve on the Air Base, eight at Suffolk Co. AAB, a sub-base, 
eight at Farmingcale AAB, a sub-base, and sixteen with the 113th 
Infantry stationed at Bethpage, L.I., N.Y. With the facilities 
available care was quite adequate. Several dogs were hospital- 
ized in the Veterinary building. Drugs and instruments were 
gupplied in abundance by medical supply. However by March 1944 
all these Sentry Dogs had been returned to the Front Royal 
Quartermaster Depot (Remount) except eleven still station on 
the Air Base, Five dogs died or were killed during the period 
of this history: one from carcinoma of the uterus, one from 
sarcoma of the liver, one from acute bloat and two from auto- 
mobile accidants. 


In April 1943 at the request of their respective commanding 
officers Veterinary inspection was provided two schools of the 
AAF Technical Training Command located in the immediate area of 
this Air Base, one at Roosevelt Field, N.Y. and the other at 
Farmingdale, N.Y. This was @ problem at first because these 
units were fed by civilian caterers who had to be educated to 
Army standards and requirements for food products of animal 
origin, Three trips a week were made to these schools for in- 
spection of their receipts, Milk, cream and ice cream samples 
were taken and tested. The caterers were required to buy only 
from Army approved establishments foods that had been inspected 
and passed by the BAI. The caterers soon came around to the 
Army's point of view and little trouble wes had after the first 
few months. These schools closed in March 1945. 


The acquisition and activation of two sub-bases, namely Farm- 
ingdale AAB and Suffolk Co. AAF, of this command in June 1943 
posed Veterinary inspection problems. Neither sub-base had 

any Veterinary personne] available to do the meat and dairy 
inspection. Farmingdale AAB however drew its subsistence sup~- 
plies from the Mitchel Field commissary where they were given 
adequate Veterinary inspection at issue. Suffolk Co. AAF was 
more of a problem, At first they drew their supplies from Camp 
Upton, N.Y. which gave them Veterinary inspection but this did 


es 


not work out setisfactorily so that subsistence supplies 

were convoyed out from the Mitchel Field commissary begin- 
ning in August 1943. At the same time a Veterinary officer 
was assigned to the sub-base but was transferred out in 
November 1943 so that one of the officers from Mitchel Field 
had to be sent out on temporary duty to cover the installa- 
tion. In addition one enlisted man of the Veterinary Service 
was sent along on each convey of food to see that it arrived 
at the sub-base without mishap accidental or otherwise. In 
this way very little trouble was had, Im January 1944 another 
Veterinary officer was assigned and sent to Suffolk Co. AAF 
on temporary duty, the previously assigned officer brought 
back to Mitchel Field. The latter officer was finally assign- 
ec permanently to the sub-base and was with it when it became 
a seperate base outside the jurisdiction of this Air Base in 
March 1944. Suffolk Co. AAF began to get its subsistence 
supplies direct from the Quartermaster Market Center in New 
York and the Jersey City Quartermaster Depot in Jamary 1944 
so were wel] set up for Veterinary inspection when they became 
seperated from Mitchel Field, Two enlisted men of the Veterin- 
ary Service were also provided this sub-base from Mitchel] Field 
on permanent changes of station before the seperation, 


The lergest special problem of all was encountered by the Vet- 
erinary Service of Mitchel Field with the opening of the Pawl- 
ing Branch of the Mitchel Field AAF Convalescent Center and 
Regional Station Hospital in Jamary 1944, Responsibility for 
the Pawling Convalescent Center not only including the inspect- 
ion of food products of animal origin, entailed veterinary 
medical care of a large number of farm animals. The Base Vet- 
erinarian, before the Pawling Convalescent Center was opened, 
was responsible for the purchasing of the farm animals and set 
their prices. When the Center first opened two Veterinary en- 
listed men were sent to the station for permanent duty. The 
Base Veterinarian made weekly or bi-weekly trips to the center, 
sometimes staying as many as four days to complete the work 
required, The problem of supplying the Center with food was 
first handled from Stewart Field, Newburgh, N.Y. tut because of 
the long haul this was not satisfactory, Finally in May 1944 
subsistence supplies were drawn from the Eastern Branch, U.S. 
Disciplinary Barracks, Greenhaven, N.Y, which was only a short 
distance from the Center and much more s@éisfactory. Meats and 
meat-food products were issued to the Center on a Class 7 re- 
port from the Disciplinary Barracks to save paper work, but 
were inspected on receipt by the Veterinary personnel at the 
center, Milk was obtained partly from the Convalescent Center 
deiry farm and partly from a local dairy which was passed on 
the Veterinarian's inspection, There was very little trouble 
with the milk. In addition a few steers, hogs and quite a few 
chickens were killed for food at the Convalescent Center farm 
and were eaten at the Center after Veterinary ante and post 
mortem inspection. During the period January 1944 to February 
1945, during which time this Air Base was responsible for the 
Pawling Convalescent Center, the mumbers of animals averaged 
approximately as follows: 60 cattle, 90 hogs, 1500 chickens, 
20 horses including two farm draft horses and 2 mles, The 
cattle and hogs were bred and raised on the farm. To properly 
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Veterinary care for these animals a room was ob- 
mn the farm office twilding and converted into a 
Drugs and instruments for these 


quired were not standerd Army items and not available through 
regular Army supply channels, As many Medical Department 
drugs and instruments were used as possible but a great many 
instruments and quite a few drugs were needed beside these, 
The Medical Supply office of the Air Base co-operated heart- 
ily in the procurement of these supplies most of which were 
purchased on the open market from Medical Department funds 

so that the Veterinary Dispensary at the Convalescent Center 
soon had a complete line of instruments and supplies to work 
with, for large animals, chickens and hogs, Routine Veterin- 
ary duties at the Convalescent Center farm included anmal 
tuberculin tests and bi-annual tests for Bang's Disease on the 
cattle, mallein tests and encephalomyelitis vaccinations for 
the horses and mles, vaccination of the pigs for hog cholera 
along with castration. The deiry herd was free from both 
tuberculosis and Bang's Disease and stayed free during the 
period the Convalescent Center was under our jurisdiction. 
The herd was kept certified on the records of the BAI as free 
from these diseases, the tests being run in co-operation with 
the state officials who co-operated generously with materials 
and biologicals and ran the Bang's Disease agglutination tests 
for us at their Albany, N.Y. state laboratory. Disease pro- 
blems among the cattle consisted of the usual cases of par- 
turient paresis seen in high producing dairy cattle, a few 
cases of sterility, mange, foot rot, sporadic cases of 
diarrhea in the calves and the like, Only one cow was lost 
during the period from pneumonia. Two cases of actinomycosis 
were treated, the first unsuccessfully since it was a well 
developed case in the bone of the jaw. The second case was 
treated with X-Ray, pictures of which accompany this history, 
but the Center was transferred from this command before the 
treatments could be completed so that the results could not 
be properly evaluated. The chickens remained comparatively 
free from disease, Coccidiosis in the chicks, ich were 
purchased from a civilian hatchery, was routine but well con- 
trolled. Sulfaguanidine seemed to reduce losses from this 
disease, The horses which were procured from Plattsburg 
Barracks, N.Y. and the Delaware Ordnance Depot, Pedricktom, 
N.J. were lousy when received and had to be deloused, Other- 
wise occassional lameness, cuts and other injuries were the 
only troubles encountered among the horses, The hogs were 
troubled by insanitary living conditions as may be seen in 
the pictures accompanying this history, so that there were 
always some cases of enteritis being treated. The condition 
was a direct result of the living conditions which the pigs 
had to endure and efforts were made to have individual hog 
houses constructed and a pasture rotation system put into 
effect, This was finally being done when the Center was 
transferred from this command, and has since been finished, 
Several pigs were lost with this condition but otherwise 
they remained in good health, Pictures accompanying this 
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history show the Veterinary Dispensary at the Pawlin 
snvalescent Center and the animals under we care oO: 
Yeterinary Service 


In June 1944, at the request of tne Station Hospital labor- 
a tory, tne Veterinary Service took over the housing, feed- 
ing, breeding and raising of laboratory animals including 
mice, guinea pigs and rabbits. A sheep was also procured 
for the laboratory and placed under the care of the Veterin- 
ary Service at this time. Once again the men of the Veter- 
inary Service, with materials provided by the Engineers of 
the Air Base, constructed hutches for these animals which 
were completed in July 1944 when the breeding program really 
got under way. Outside hutches were built for the rabbits 
and indoor pens for the mice and guineas pigs. The sheep was 
housed in the garage behind the main Veterinary pbuilding on 
the Air Base which was converted into a pen. The problem 
of housing the animals was solved by the carpenters in the 
Veterinary Service but feeding the animals required approv~ 
al of the Surgeon General for using Medical Department funds 
for this purpose. This was finally obtained, commercial 
mouse, rabbit and guinea pig# feeds being bought. However 
it was soon discovered that guinea pigs need extra amounts 
of Vitamine C in the diet and the only sure way of providing

¢. Training programs: No formal training programs for officers were 
conducted in the Veterinary Service at this Air Base. However all the officers 
stationed here were sent to the Army Meat & Dairy Hygiene School for the regular 
course given there for Veterinary officers. This school was held at the Chicago 
wuartermaster Depot, Chicago, Ill, Im addition most of the Veterinary officers 
assigned to this Air Base were sent through the Medical Field Service School at 
Carlisle Barracks, Pa. During 1943 and 1944 there were a great many Veterinary 
Service enlisted men stationed at this Air Base in excess of needs, so that three 
or four could be spared at one time for a training period of approximately 30 
days at the New York Quartermaster Market Center doing Class 3 inspections, large- 
ly. A total of eleven men were sent to the New York QM Market Center for this 
training, through an agreement made between the Veterinarian of the Marcet Center 
and the Base Veterinarian, These men also helped the Market Center with their 
wore because the Veterinary Service of the Market Center was in need of men dur- 
ing most of this time. In addition 5 enlisted men of the Veterinary Service were 
sent to Camouflage School, 5 to Physical Training Instructor's School, 5 to Non- 
Commissioned officers Chemical Warfare School, all at this Air Base during 1943 
and 1944. 


d. Adequacy of Manning Table and technical inspection equipment: 
Manning table allotments have always been adequate at this Air Base for the Veter- 
inary Service. Inspection equipment has always been available and adequate, Con- 
eerning personnel, however, during the years 1943 and 1944, fourteen enlisted men 
was the peak figure reached in men assigned to the Service which were many more 
than needed, This peak was reached in late 1943 and continuously from then until 
the end of 1944 there were many more men assigned than needed. All these men had 
previously been assigned to the Camp Grant Meat and Dairy Inspector's School from 
which they graduated. Again, early in 1944 a total of twenty-one enlisted men 
trained and classified as Veterinary meat and dairy inspectors were assigned to 
this Air Base, though not to the Veterinary Service. At one point during 1944 
there were thirty enlisted men with SSN 120, meat and dairy inspector, assigned 
to this Air Base, nine in the Veterinary Service and twenty-one doing duty in the 
Station Hospital. During these two war years, the Veterinarian contimally re- 
ceived reports, verbally and by personal commnication, of the great shortage 
and need for Veterinary enlisted personnel overseas and at the New York Quarter- 
master Warket Center and Jersey City Quartermaster Depot, Despite this the great 
majority of the enlisted personnel mentioned never were used in the job they were 
trained for here or elsewhere, 


e, Availability of biologics such as vaccines, etc., used in care of 
war dogs and other government owned animals: Distemper vaccine never had to be 
used at this Air Base during the period of this history. Rabies vaccine was 
readily available through medical supply channels, Tuberculin for the cattle at 
the Convalescent Center farm, Pawling, N.Y., and mallein for the horses there 
and also encephalomyelitis vaccine for the horses were readily available from the 
Arny Medical School, Army Veterinary School, Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington. 
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f, Human interest stories: The real human interest story 
a this history is the loyalty of the enlisted men of the Veterinary 
for the Veterinary Service, The majority of these men felt and ex- 
great pride in the Service and worked hard to make it something to 
i of, as can be seen in the pictured accompanying this history. Often 


into the construction of the hutches and pens for the laboratory animals, After 
the building and hmtches were overhauled and completed further concern was 
shown for the appearance of the buildings and grounds and their cleanliness. 
This attitude and high morale also showed up in the technical work of the man. 
This pride and morale suffered quite a set-back however during the latter part 
of 1944 and early 1945 when the Air Base was glutted with meat and dairy in- 
spectors who had to do other jobs and again when so many of these men were 
transferred to the Infantry, combat crews or were reclassified to other jobs.
